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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that figures 5 and 6 provide 
support for claims 6, 1 0 and 11. This amounts to a mere pleading. This is not a clear explanation. The figures in fact do not show this and 
applicant has failed to meet his burden of clearly showing how the submitted evidence supports the claim amendments. 
Applicant argues that claims 1-4 are clear by using language that is not in the claims and has no basis for being read into the claims. 

Applicant argues that transmitting both the corrected image and image data is not obvious and therefore claim 5 is patentable over the art 
of record. If anything on earth is obvious, it is transmitting both corrected image and image data. If a person of ordinary skill in this art can 
do anything, he or she can transmit both the corrected image and the image data. 

Applicant makes similar arguments with respect to other claims. The clearly obvious features of these claims have been explained above 
and in the final rejection. 

Applicant argues that claim 1 recites clear features. However, these features are not clear as discussed in the rejection under 35 USC 112, 
second paragraph. These features are also disclosed in the prior art. The cited reference shows the claimed elements as discussed in the 
final rejection. Applicant argues that the "pixel information" in the cited reference is software code. Such an argument makes no sense and 
fails to distinguish the claim from the cited reference. Pixel information is pixel information. 
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
